DETAILED ACTION 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114.

II. REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



Claims 1-3, 5-8, 10-16, and 18-27 are allowed. 
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Art Unit: 2187 

The prior art of record including the disclosures of Sasaki, Hayashi, Koizumi 
neither anticipate nor renders obvious the below recited combinations. 

The primary reasons for allowance of claims 1 and 22 in the instant application is 
the combination with the inclusion in the claims of "wherein said second information 
includes a minimum sequential area size for sequential access". 

Because claims 2-3, 5-8, 10-15, and 23-27 depend directly or indirectly on claims 
1 or 22, these claims are considered allowable for at least the same reasons noted 
above. 

The primary reasons for allowance of claim 17 in the instant application is the 
combination with the inclusion in the claims of "wherein said access condition 
determination part divides an area of said semiconductor memory card file in file system 
access units on the basis of the information on access performance acquired from said 
semiconductor memory card". 

Because claims 18-21 depend directly or indirectly on claim 17, these claims are 
considered allowable for at least the same reasons noted above.
